AN  ORDINANCE 

For  the  better  regnlatfng  tbe  time  of  meeting   of  the  different  Standing 
Committees. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Phikidelj)hia  do  ordain,  That  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  tl\is  Ordinance,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every 
Standing  Committee  of  these  Councils  to  hold  at  leastone 
stated  meeting  in  each  month,  and  as  many  other  meetings 
as  in  the  Judgment  of  the  several  committees  they  may 
deem  advisable. 

Sect.  2.  At  the  first  meeting  in  January,  each  and  every 
Standing  -Committee  shall  decide  on  Avhat  day  or  days,  or 
nights,  and  at  what  hours  they,  the  said  Committees,  shall 
hold  their  regular  stated  meetings;  and  the  time  then  de- 
cided upon  shall  be  binding  upon  the  said  committees 
for  the  year  they  are  appointed  for,  and  shall  not  be 
changed  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  whole  commit- 
tee at  a  regular  meeting,  after  being  proposed  in  writing  at 
a  previous  meeting. 

Sect.  3.  The  chairman  of  any  committee  shall  have 
power  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  his  committee :  Provided, 
The  call  is  sanctioned  in  writing  by  at  least  two  members, 
when  the  whole  committee  consists  of  eight  members,  and 
by  five,  when  the  committee  consists  of  twelve  or  more 
members.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chairman  to  call  a

meeting   of  bis  committee  at  any  time,  upon   the  written 
request  of  five  or  more  members.

RESOLUTION 

Of  instruction  to  tlie  Department  of  Highways. 

^yhereas^  By  Act  of  Assembly  approved  March  18th, 
1869,  for  the  grading,  paving  and  macadamizing  of  Le- 
high avenue  from  Frankford  avenue  to  Broad  street,  the 
owners  of  property  on  said  avenue  have  entered  into  a 
contract  with  Messrs.  Holgate  &  Co.  for  said  work,  and  the 
Councils  having  by  resolution  approved  the  contract  for 
grading  the  same,  and  provided  for  the  payment  thereof, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia^  That  the  Department  of  Highways  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  Messrs. 
Holgate  &  Co.  for  the  paving  (with  cobble  and  rubble  stone) 
Lehigh  avenue  from  Frankford  avenue  to  Broad  street,  in 
conformity  with  the  Act  of  Assembly.  The  conditions  of 
the  contract  shall  be  that  the  contractor  or  contractors  shall 
collect  the  cost  of  said  paving  from  the  owners  of  property 
fronting;  on  said  avenue,  and  shall  also  enter  into  an  obliga- 


tion  to  keep  said  avenue  in  good  repair  for  three  years  after 
the  paving  is  finished.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  ike  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  First,  Second,  Fifth, 
Sixth,  Seventh,  Eighth,  Tenth,  Eleventh,  Twelfth,  Thir- 
teenth, Fourteenth,  Fifteenth,  Sixteenth,  Seventeenth,  Eigh- 
teenth, Nineteenth,  Twentieth,  Twenty-first,  and  Twenty- 
second  Divisions,  shall  be  and  remain  as  heretofore 
established. 

Sect.  2.  The  boundaries  of  the  Third  Division  shall  be 
as  follows:  Commencing  at  the  southwest  corner  Frankford 
road  and  Norris  street;  thence  along  the  south  side  of  Nor- 
ris  street  to  Howard  street;  thence  along  the  east  side  of 
Howard  street  to  Harrison ;  thence  along  the  north  side  of 
Harrison  street,  to  Frankford  road  ;  thence  along  the  west 
side  of  Frankford  road  to  the  place  of  beginning.  To 
vote  at  house  of  Wm.  Lentz,  Frankford  road  and  Norris 
street. 

Sect.  3.  The  boundaries  of  the  Fourth  Division  shall  bo 
as  follows:  Commencing  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Frank- 
ford road  and  Norris  streets ;  thence  along  the  west  side 
of  Frankroad  road  to  Otis  street;  thence  along  the  south 


side  of  Otis  street  to  Coral  street;  thence  along  the  east 
side  of  Coral  street  to  Front  street ;  thence  along  the  east 
side  of  Front  to  Norris  street ;  thence  along  the  north  side 
of  Norris  street  to  place  of  beginning.  To  vote  at  the 
house  of  John  Thompson,  northwest  corner  of  Amber  and 
Dreer  streets. 

Sect.  4.  The  boundaries  of  the  Ninth  Division  shall  be 
as  follows:  Commencing  at  the  northeast  corner  of  Ger- 
mantown  avenue  and  Diamond  street ;  thence  along  the  east 
side  of  Germantown  avenue  to  Sixth  street;  thence  along 
the  east  side  of  Sixth  street  to  Susquehanna  avenue;  thence 
along  the  south  side  of  Susquehanna  avenue  to  Apple 
street ;  thence  along  the  west  side  of  Apple  street  to  Dia- 
mond street ;  thence  along  the  north  side  of  Diamond 
street  to  place  of  beginning.  To  vote  at  the  house  of 
Henry  Dinkelacker,  northwest  corner  of  Fifth  and  Dia- 
mond streets. 

Sect.  5.  The  boundaries  of  the  Twentj^-third  Division 
shall  be  as  follows:  Commencing  at  the  southwest  corner  of 
Howard  and  Norris  streets;  thence  along  the  south  side  of 
Norris  street  to  American  street ;  thence  along  the  east  side  ■ 
of  American  to  Berks  street ;  thence  along  the  north  side  of 
Berks  street  to  Second  street ;  thence  along  the  east  side  of 
Second  street  to  Columbia  avenue ;  thence  along  the  north 
side  of  Columbia  avenue  to  Howard  street ;  thence  along 
the  west  side  of  Howard  street  to  the  place  of  beginning. 
To  vote  at  the  house  of  Andrew  Anderson,  southwest 
corner  of  Second  and  Norris  streets. 

Sect.  6.  The  boundaries  of  the  Twenty-Fourth  Division 
shall  be  as  follows  :  Commencing  at  the  northwest  corner 
Front  street  and  Norris  street ;  thence  along  the  north  side 
of  Norris  street  to  Second  street;  thence  along  the  east  side 
of  Second  street  to  Susquehanna  avenue ;  thence  along  the 
south  side  of  Susquehanna  avenue  to  Otis  street ;  thence 
along  the  south  side  of  Otis  street  to  Coral  street ;  thence 
along  the  west  side  of  Coral  street  to  Front  street;  thence 
along  the  west  side  of  Front  street  to  the  place  of  begin- 
ning.

Wherea:s,  During  the  late  rebellion  large  amounts  of 
money  have  been  drawn  from  the  City  Treasury  "  for  the 
defence  of  the  City,"  "relief  of  families  of  volunteers,"  and 
"for  bounties  to  volunteers,"  by  appropriations  made  by 
Councils  for  those  purposes,  amounting  to  eleven  millions 
eight  hundred  and  nineteen  thousand  and  sixty-eight 
dollars. 

And  ivhereas,  This  large  expenditure  from  the  Treasury  of 
the  City  to  aid  in  the  suppression  of  the  late  rebellion  was 
warranted  only  by  the  occasion,  and  has  vested  in  the  City 
a  just  and  equitable  claim  on  Congress  for  the  full  amount 
of  the  same. 

Resolved  1)7/  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  That  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  be  and 
they  are  hereby  requested  to  make  application  to  the 
United  States  Government  to  repay  to  the  City  of  Philadel-

A  SUPPLEMENT 


To  the  Ordinance  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  to  create  and  organize  a  Paid  Fire 
Department  for  the  City  of  Phihidelphia,  and  to  make  an  appropriation 
therefor,"  approved  the  39th  day  of  December,  1870. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadeljyhico  do  ordain^  That  all  appointments  by  the 
Fire  Commissioners  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance 
to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  shall  be  subject  to  confirma- 
tion by  Select  Council. 

The  Fire  Commissioners  shall  transmit  to  Select  Council, 
the  name,  age,  residence,  and  occupation,  of  each  and  every 
person  appointed  by  them,  as  an  officer  or  member  of  the  Fire 
Department,  within  one  week  from  the  date  of  such  appoint- 
ment. And  the  City  Controller  shall  not  countersign  any 
warrant  for  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  any  person  so 
appointed,  until  after  his  confirmation  as  herein  provided. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  Fire  Commissioners,  as  soon  as  they 
deem  it  necessary  and  advisable,  shall  advertise  daily,  for 
one  week,  in  the  two  newspapers  published  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  having  the  largest  circulation,  for  sealed  pro- 
posals, for  furnishing  the  department   with   the   requisite 


supplies  of  fuel,  oil,  hay  and  feed,  for  the  present  year. 
And  on  the  first  Monday  of  December,  in  each  year,  the 
Fire  Commissioners  shall  advertise  in  the  same  manner  for 
similar  proposals  for  furnishing  such  supplies  for  the  ensu- 
ing year. 

All  proposals  for  annual  supplies,  and  for  the  erection  or 
alteration  of  engine,  hook  and  ladder,  or  fuel  houses,  shall 
be  opened'  in  the  presence  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  De- 
partment. And  all  contracts  for  the  lease  or  purchase  of 
houses,  apparatus,  and  other  property  for  the  use  of  the 
department,  and  all  expenditures  for  alterations,  repairs  or 
supplies,  where  the  cost  thereof  shall  exceed  two  hundred 
dollars,  shall  first  be  submitted  to  and  authorized  by  the 
Committee  on  Fire  Department.

RESOLUTION 

Of  request  to  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania. 

Whereas,  The  following  act  is  now  pending  in  the  Legisla- 
ture of  Pennsylvania: 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  William  L.  Dennis, 
Peter  Armbruster  and  Robert  J.  C.  Walker,  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  are  hereby  constituted  a  board  of  assessment 
of  taxes  on  personal  property  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
and  they  are  hereby  vested  with  all  the  powers  granted  to 
the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  by  "A  Further  Sup- 
plement to  an  Act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia," 
passed  August  25th,  186-1,  and  the  assessors  and  Board  of 
Revision  under  existing  laws,  shall  have  no  power  to  assess 
any  personal  property  for  taxation. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  board  shall  have  prepared  a  book  for 
each  Ward  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  of  all  the  personal 
property  located  therein,  and  of  all  the  residents  possessed 
of  any  personal  property  subject  to  taxation  under  the  first 
section  hereof,  and  shall  assess  the  value  thereof;  and  after 
hearing  and  disposing  of  any  complaint  relative  to  the  said 
assessment,  they  shall  annually  deliver  a  duplicate  thereof 
to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  at  the  same  time  as  now  required 
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by  law  for  the  deliveiy  of  the  books  containing  the  assess- 
ments of  real  estjUe  in  said  City;  and  the  Eeceiver  of  Taxes 
for  collecting  said  tax  on  personal  property,  shall  receive 
one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  annually,  in  addition  to 
the  salary  he  now  receives.  And  he  shall  give  an  additional 
bond  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  with  the  usual  conditions, 
said  bond  to  be  approved  by  one  of  the  judges  of  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  of  Philadelphia.  No  assessment  shall  be 
collected  under  this  act  before  1872. 

_  Sect.  3.  The  said  board,  by  rules  to  be  by  them  pub- 
lished, may  modify  and  adjust  any  assessment  on  personal 
property  before  the  actual  collection  of  any  tax  thereon, 
but  not  afterward  :  Provided,  That  the  times  and  places  of 
holding  appeals  shall  be  published  three  times  a  week  for 
two  weeks  in  two  daily  papers  in  Philadelphia,  before  such 
appeals  are  made. 

Sect.  4.  On  all  assessments  herein  authorized,  there  shall 
be  collected  annually  a  tax  of  ten  mills  on  the  dollar,  and 
said  tax  shall  be  a  lien  on  the  personal  property  assessed, 
exceeding  in  value  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars,  to  be 
collected  by  distress  wherever  found,  and,  in  case  of  trans- 
fer and  alienation  before  payment,  the  vendor  and  vendee 
shall  be  equally  liable  for  the  amount  of  tax  due  thereon, 
to  be  collected  on  any  property  to  him  or  to  them 
belonging. 

Sect.  5.  On  the  delivery  of  the  books  authorized  bv  the 
second  section  hereof,  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  shall  proceed 
to  receive  the  tax  due  in  the  same  manner  as  the  tax  on  the 
assessment  of  real  estate  is  now  received.  And  the  same 
allowances  for  payment  and  the  same  penalty  for  non-pay- 
ment  shall  apply  to  the  collection  of  the  tax  on  personal 
property  as  now  applies  to  the  collection  of  the  tax  on  real 
estate.  All  the  laws  applicable  to  the  collection  of  the  tax 
on  real  estate  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  including  the 
collection  of  delinquent  taxes,  are  hereby  extended  to  the 
tax  on  personal  property.  And  the  Receiver  of  Taxes 
shall  deliver  to  the  Collector  of  Delinquent  Taxes  the  regis- 
ter  of  all  delinquent  bills  on  personal  property,  at  the  sa'nie 
time  as  the  register  of  real  estate  is  handed  over,  under 
existing  laws,  to  said  Collector  of  Delinquent  Taxes. 

Sect.  6.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
the  several  members  of  the  board  hereby  created,  shall  give 
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security,  to  be  approved  by  one  of  the  judges  of  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  for  the  City  and  County  of  PhiLadelphia, 
in  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties,  and  when  such  security  has  been 
given  and  approved,  the  said  board  shall  organize  and 
proceed  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act.  They  shall 
appoint  from  the  assessors,  who  are  now  elected,  or  who 
may  hereafter  be  elected,  ten  persons,  who  shall  be  the  as- 
sessors of  personal  property  in  Philadelphia,  and  they  shall 
also  appoint  three  clerks.  The  salaries  of  the  assessors 
shall  not  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  nor 
shall  the  salaries  of  the  clerks,  except  the  chief  clerk,  ex- 
ceed fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  the  salary  of 
the  chief  clerk  shall  not  exceed  two  thousand  two  hundred 
dollars  per  annum.  Each  of  the  ten  assessorsshall  give 
security  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  approved 
by  the  board,  for  the  faithful  and  honest  discharge  of  his 
duties.  The  said  appointees  to  hold  their  several  offices 
subject  to  the  will  and  pleasure  of  said  board. 

Sect.  7.  The  several  members  of  the  board  hereby  cre- 
ated shall  act  for  the  term  of  five  ^'•ears  next  ensuing,  and 
shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  four  thousand  dol- 
lars, in  even  monthly  payments.  Any  vacancy  occurring 
by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  sliall  be  filled  by  the 
remaining  members  of  the  board,  subject  to  the  condition 
that  the  appointee  shall  be  of  the  same  political  party  as 
the  person  was  whom  he  shall  succeed. 

Sect,  8.  That  the  first  election  of  new  members  of  the 
board  shall  take  place  at  the  regular  October  election  in 
1876,  each  voter  voting  for  two  persons  only  as  members 
of  the  board,  and  the  three  persons  receiving  the  largest 
number  of  legal  votes  shall  constitute  the  said  board  for 
the  five  years  next  ensuing  ;  the  members  of  the  new  board, 
when  elected,  and  the  members  of  each  succeeding  board 
being  required  to  give  bonds  in  the  same  amount,  and  sub- 
ject to  the  same  approval  as  the  board  spoken  of  in  the 
sixth  section  of -this  act. 

Sect,  9,  The  Treasurer  of  Philadelphia  shall  pay  all  war- 
rants issued  by  the  said  board,  and  signed  by  the  president 
thereof,  for  the  payment  of  any  and  all  expenses  incurred 
by  the  said  board  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  enjoined 
by  this  act.     All  Avarrants  thus  drawn   by  the  board  and 
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signed  by  the  president,  after  the  first  year,  shall  be  paid 
from  the  "specific  fund  raised  by  the  tax  on  personal  prop- 
erty, and  the  first  year's  expenses  of  the  board  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  City  treasury  shall  be  reimbursed  the  treasury 
from  the  fund  raised  by  the  tax  on  personal  property  in 
1872. 

Sect.  10.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  of  this  State  incon- 
sistent with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

And  ivhereas,  The  new  board,  if  created,  would  be  a  "  close 
corporation  "  for  five  years,  without  responsibility  to  any 
one,  and  from  whose  action  no  appeal  would  lie  to  other 
authority,  and  would  entail  an  expense  upon  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  for  salaries  alone,  of  over  thirty  thousand 
dollars  per  annum,  without  sufficient  recompense  therefor, 
as  the  existing  Board  of  Eevision  is  competent  and  able  to 
discharge  all  the  duties  contemplated  by  the  act  aforesaid, 
therefore, 

Resolved  hy  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia.  That  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  be 
and  it  is  hereby  earnestly  requested  not  to  pass  any  act 
creating  a  new  board  for  the  assessment  of  taxes  within  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  and  more  particularly  not  the  act  set 
forth  in  the  preamble  to  this  resolution. 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerks  of  Councils  are  directed  to 
forward  copies  of  these  resolutions  and  preambles  to  the 
Governor  and  each  branch  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  construction  of  a  sewer  across  Columbia  avenue,  Twentieth 
Ward. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of  Highways 
be  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  construct  a 
sewer  across  Columbia  avenue,  from  the  southeast  corner 
of  Twenty-third  street  and  Ridge  avenue  to  the  northwest 
corner  of  Twenty-third  street  and  Ridge  avenue,  with  a  clear 
inside  diameter  of  three  feet,  and  constructed  according  to 
plans  and  specifications  furnished  by  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor. 

Sect.  2.  The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall 
advertise,  according  to  law,  announcing  that  bids  will  be 
received  for  the  sewer  above  designated,  and  shall  allot  it 
to  the  lowest  bidder,  who  will  give  the  required  security 
for  the  faithful  fulfilment  of  his  contract,  the  cost  thereof 
to  be  paid  out  of  Item  19  of  appropriation  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Highways  for  the  year  1871.

dogs  found  running  at  large  in  the  City,  without  a  good, 
safe  wire  muzzle  on,  sufficient  to  prevent  them  from  biting, 
and  a  metallic  or  leather  collar  around  their  neck  at  least 
one  and  a  quarter  inches  wide,  with  the  owner's  name  legibly- 
inscribed  thereon,  such  dogs  without  muzzle  and  collar  on 
being  hereby  declared  nuisances:  Provided^  The  contract  so 
entered  into  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  the  amount 
appropriated  by  Councils  for  that  purpose. 

Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor,  in  the  month 
of  December  of  each  year  hereafter,  providing  the  appro- 
prfation  for  the  taking  up,  killing  and  removing  dogs  for 
the  succeeding  year  has  been  made,  to  enter  into  a  contract 
with  some  society  or  parties  for  the  taking  up,  killing  and 
removing  all  dogs  found  running  at  large  in  the  City  the 
succeeding  year. 

Sect.  3.  And  should  the  appropriation  not  be  made  until 
the  year  the  same  is  to  be  used,  he  shall,  as  soon  as  the  same

executed  an  article  of  agreement  between  the  executors  of 
the  estate  of  Cornelius  Stevenson,  deceased,  and  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  whereby,  that  for  and  in  consideration  of  the 
payment  on  the  part  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  of  sixteen 
hundred  (1600)  dollars,  in  hand,  to  the  executors  of  the 
said  estate  of  Cornelius  Stevenson,  deceased,  and  the  fur- 
ther annual  payment  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars,  for  six 
years  from  the  first  day  of  January,  1871,  payable  quarterly, 
in  lieu  of  wharfage  and  dockage,  as  said  wharfage  and  dock- 
age having  hitherto  been  used  and  enjoyed  by  the  said  City.

AN  ORDINANCE 


Relative  to  the  location,  dedication  and  opening  of  streets  on  the  Almshouse 
property. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Department  of  Surveys 
be  and  is  hereby  directed  to  prepare  plans  of,  and  estab- 
lish the  lines  and  grades  upon  so  much  of  the  Twenty- 
seventh  Ward  as  lies  within  the  area  of  the  Almshouse 
property,   said    streets    northward    of  and    including    Pine 
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street,  to  be  extensions  both  in  lines  and  in  widths  of 
streets  as  now  established  by  law  upon  the  adjoining 
plans. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  and  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  prepare  and  submit,  for  the  signature  of  the 
Mayor,  a  deed  of  dedication  to  public  use  of  so  much  of  the 
Almshouse  property  as  is  covered  by  the  following  streets, 
to  be  located  northward  of  Pine  street,  as  the  same  shall 
be  extensions  of  said  streets  now  established  upon  the  City 
plans,  adjoining  the  said  property,  viz.:  Spruce  street  with 
a  width  of  80  feet,  and  Locust  and  Pine  streets,  and  Thirty- 
third,  Thirty  fourth,  Thirty-sixth  and  Thirty-seventh  streets, 
each  60  feet  wide. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor  be 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  .and  requested  to  proceed 
forthwith  with  the  opening  of  so  much  of  the  said  streets 
designated  in  Section  2  of  this  Ordinance,  as  follows,  viz. : 
Spruce  street  from  Woodland's  avenue  to  Thirty-third 
btreet ;  Locust  street  from  Thirty-fourth  street  to  Easterly 
})roperty  line ;  Thirty-third  street,  from  Easterly  property 
line  to  Pine  street;  Thirty-fourth  street,  from  Easterly 
property  line  to  Spruce  street;  Thirty-sixth  street,  from 
WoodUmd's  avenue  to  Spruce  street,  and  Pine  street,  from 
Thirty-third  street  to  the  termination  of  the  approach  to 
the  South  street  bridge.

Relative  to  footwalks  on  Baltimore  avenue,  from  Thirty-ninth  to  Forty-second 
street. 

Whereas,  Proceedings  have  been  instituted  by  the  City 
Councils  for  the  widening  of  Baltimore  avenue,  between 
Thirty-ninth  and  Forty-second  streets,  in  the  Twenty-

Of  request  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Resolved  hy  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia^  That  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  requested  to  pass 
the  annexed  bill  entitled  "  An  Act  to  establish  and  main- 
tain for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  a  House  of  Correction, 
Employment  and  Reformation,  for  adults  and  minors." 

AN  ACT 

To  establish  and  maintain  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  a  House  of  Correction, 
Employment  and  Reformation,  for  adults  and  minors. 

Whereas^  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  in  the  month  of  December,  IbTO,  elected 
ten  persons,  five  persons  by  Select  Council  and  five  persons 
by  Common  Council,  to  serve  as  Managers  of  the  House  of 
Correction,  Employment  and  Reformation.    Therefore, 
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SECTIOlsr  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives^ of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same,  That  the  Managers  of  the  House  of  Correction,  Em- 
ployment and  Keforniation,  for  adults  and  minors,  elected 
under  Ordinance  of  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
approved  December  29th,  1870,  and  their  successors  forever, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  created  and  made  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style,  and 
.title  of  the  House  of  Correction,  Employment  and  Reforma- 
tion, for  adults  and  minors,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
shall  have  full  power  to  make  improvements,  maintain  and 
control  the  said  institution,  buildings  and  grounds;  they 
shall  elect  a  president,  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  such 
other  officers,  teachers,  keepers  and  servants,  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  management  of  the  institution,  who  shall 
hold  their  offices  during  good  behavior,  and  they  shall  re- 
ceive such  compensation  as  they  the  said  managers  shall  deem 
proper ;  said  compensation  subject  to  *he  approval  of  Select 
and  Common  Councils  ;  the  managers  may  make  any  by-laws 
and  regulations  they  may  deem  expedient  for  their  own 
government  or  the  government  and  discipline  of  the  said 
House  of  Correction,  Employment  and  Eeformation :  Pro- 
vided, The  same  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  Constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  Common- 
wealth. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  the  Managers  of  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion, Employment  and  Reformation,  shall  desire  to  make 
any  additional  permanent  improvements,  or  purchase  addi- 
tional ground,  and  shall  recommend  that  the  same  be  done, 
and  after  the  Committee  of  the  Councils  of  Philadelphia  on 
House  of  Correction  shall  endorse  the  said  recommenda- 
tion, then  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  may 
make  all  necessary  appropriations  asked  for  by  the  said 
managers  for  the  purposes  so  recommended  ;  and  the  Mana- 
gers of  the  House  of  Correction,  Employment  and  Reforma- 
tion, shall  have  power  to  superintend  and  direct  the  erection, 
completion  and  furnishing  of  said  buildings  during  the 
progress  of  said  work. 

The  said  managers  may  extend  from  their  property  a 
single  trdck  railroad  along  and  over  such  lands  as  may  in- 
tervene between   their   ground   and   the    Philadelphia  and 
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Trenton  Railroad  Company,  and  connect  therewith :  Pro- 
vided^  The  said  Railroad  Company  assent  thereto.  The  dis- 
tance of  said  road  not  to  exceed  two  thousand  yards;  and 
to  purchase  ricrht  of  way  over  the  land  to  Philadelphia  and 
Trenton  Railroad,  and  to  erect  wharves  upon  their  property. 
The  managers  may  provide  for  such  inmates  as  may  be 
necessary  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  permanent  build- 
ing after  the  first  two  wings  shall  have  been  finished.  And 
the  said  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  full  and  entire  con- 
trol to  regulate  the  inmates  therein,  and  shall  at  such  times 
as  they  think  proper,  certify  to  the  Court  of  Quarter  Ses- 
sions and  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Blockley  Alms- 
house, which  Court  and  Managers  and  the  Inspectors  of  the 
Philadelphia  County  Prison,  respectively,  shall  thereafter 
commit  to  the  said  House  of  Correction,  Employment  and 
Reformation,  such  able-bodied  paupers  and  vagrants  as  may 
have  been  committed  or  sentenced  to  be  confined  in  the 
County  Prison,  or  Blockley  Almshouse,  for  a  period  of  not 
less  than  three  months,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
Judges  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  and  the  Inspectors 
of  the  Philadelphia  County  Prison,  to  commit  to  said  House 
of  Correction,  Employment  and  Reformation,  all  vagrants, 
habitual  drunkards,  street  walkers  and  disorderl}'-  persons, 
adults  or  minors,  whom  they  may  deem  best  to  so  confine, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Managers  of  the  Blockley 
Almshouse,  Managers  of  the  Poor  for  Township  of  German- 
town,  Managers  of  Lower  Dublin  and  Oxford  Poor  House, 
to  transfer  within  twenty-four  hours  after  entrance  in  said 
Almshouses,  all  able-bodied  paupers,  adults  or  minors,  ex- 
cept such  as  may  be  necessary  to  employ  in  the  service  of 
said  Almshouses. 

Sect.  3.  The  Managers  of  the  House  of  Correction, 
Employment  and  Reformation,  or  any  one  of  them,  may 
commit  thereto  any  and  all  persons  who  are  willing  to  be 
so  committed,  and  the  Mayor  and  Recorder  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  the  Inspectors  of  the  County  Prison,  and  all 
committing  magistrates  in  the  City  and  County  of  Phila- 
delphia, may,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  commit  to 
said  House  of  Correction,  Employment  and  Reformation, 
for  any  period  of  time  not  less  than  three,  nor  more  than 
twelve  months,  all  or  any  person  or  persons  who,  under  ex- 
isting laws,  are  liable  to  be  committed  to  places  of  confine- 
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ment,  who  shall  apply  to  them  for  such  purpose  ;  all  persons, 
adults  or  minors,  that  may  hereafter  be  convicted  accord- 
ing to  the  existing  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  before  the 
Mayor  or  Eecorder,  or  any  Alderman  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, as  a  vagrant,  drunkard,  or  disorderly  street  walker, 
shall  be  sentenced  to  suffer  confinement  in  the  House  of 
Correction,  Employment  and  Reformation,  for  the  terms 
hereinafter  mentioned,  and  any  minors  not  under  sixteen 
years  of  age,  except  by  permission  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers, absenting  themselves  from  school,  or  who  shall  disobey 
their  parents'  command,  or  be  found  idle  in  the  streets,  may 
be  arrested  upon  the  complaint  of  the  parents  of  said 
minor,  or  upon  the  complaint  of  any  citizen,  and  after 
examination  of  the  case,  if  the  Mayor,  Recorder  or  Magis- 
trate shall  deem  the  charges  sustained,  he  shall  commit  said 
minor  to  the  House  of  Correction,  Employment  and  Re- 
formation, tor  such  length  of  time  as  he  may  regard  proper: 
Provided,  That  the  time  of  incarceration  for  a  boy,  shall  not 
exceed  his  maturity,  twenty-one  years  of  age,  nor  a  girl 
beyond  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  except  in  cases  where  a 
commitment  for  the  time  heretofore  named,  of  "  not  less 
than  three  months,  nor  more  than  twelve  months,"  would  ex- 
ceed the  ages  specified;  and  the  managers  shall  have  power  in 
their  discretion  to  place  the  said  children  committed  to  their 
care,  during  the  time  of  commitment  of  said  children,  at  such 
employments,  and  cause  them  to  be'  instructed  in  such 
branches  of  useful  knowledge  as  may  be  suitable  to  their 
years  and  capacities,  and  to  place  them  at  such  work  as 
they  may  be  able  to  do,  and  to  bind  them  out  to  such 
tradesmen  or  employers  as  may  offer  to  receive  them  until 
the  expiration  of  their  term  of  commitment,  under  such 
regulations  and  conditions  as  the  managers  may  agree  upon. 

Sect.  -i.  All  children  not  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years, 
deserting  their  homes  without  good  and  sufficient  cause,  or 
keeping  company  with  dissolute  or  vicious  persons  against 
the  lawful  command  of  their  fathers,  mothers,  guardians,  or 
other  person  standing  in  the  place  of  a  parent,  shall  be 
deemed  disorderly  children. 

Sect.  5.  Upon  complaint  made  on  the  oath  to  any  police 
magistrate  or  justice  of  the  peace  against  any  child  within 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  not  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years, 
by  his  or  her  parent  or  guardian,  or  other  person  standing 
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to  liirn  or  her  in  place  of  a  parent,  as  being  disorderly,  such 
magistrate  or  justice  shall  issue  his  warrant  for  the  appre- 
hension of  the  offender,  and  cause  him  or  her  to  be  brought 
before  himself,  or  any  other  police  magistrate  or  justice  for 
examination. 

Sect.  6.  If  such  magistrate  or  justice  be  satisfied  by 
competent  testimony  that  such  person  is  a  disorderly,  child, 
within  the  description  aforesaid,  he  shall  make  up  and  sign 
a  record  of  conviction  thereof;  and  shall,  by  warrant  under 
his  hand,  commit  such  person  to  the  House  of  Correction, 
Employment  and  Reformation,  and  the  powers  and  duties 
of  the  said  managers,  in  relation  to  the  said  children,  shall 
be  the  same  in  all  things  as  are  prescribed  as  to  other  minors 
received  by  them;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  magis- 
trate or  justice  as  aforesaid,  in  addition  to  the  record  of  con- 
viction, to  annex  the  names  and  residence,  of  the  different 
witnesses  examined  before  him,  and  the  substance  of  the 
testimony  given  by  them  respectively,  on  which  the  said 
conviction  was  founded:  Provided.,  That  any  person  com- 
mitted shall  have  the  same  right  of  appeal  as  is  now  secured 
by  law  to  persons  convicted  of  criminal  offences ;  but  on 
such  appeal  mere  informality  in  the  issuing  of  any  warrant 
shall  not  be  held  to  be  sufficient  cause  for  granting  a  dis- 
charge. 

Sect.  7.  Every  person  in  the  custody  of  the  said  Board 
of  Managers,  not  disqualified  by  sickness  or  casualty,  shall 
be  employed  by  the  superintendent  in  quarrying  stone, 
cultivating  the  ground,  manufacturing  such  articles  as  may 
be  needed  for  the  Prison,  Almshouse,  other  public  institu- 
tions of  the  State  or  City,  or  for  other  persons,  and  at  such 
labor  as  shall,  upon  trial,  be  found  to  be  profitable  to  the 
institution  and  suitable  to  its  proper  discipline,  and  to  the 
health  and  capacities  of  the  inmates;  and  the  superin- 
tendent may  detail  such  numbers  of  the  inmates  as  he  may 
regard  proper,  to  do  the  work  outside  of  grounds  of  the  in- 
stitution, for  any  of  the  departments  or  institutions  of  the 
City,  or  for  such  other  persons  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Managers. 

Sect.  8.  If  any  person  committed  to  the  said  House  of  Cor- 
rection, Employment  and  Reformation,  according  to  law, 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  perform  the  work  assigned  to  him 
or  her,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  punish

such  persons  bj  close  confinement,  on  a  diet  of  bread  and 
water  only,  for  such  time  as  may  be  deemed  necessary, 
which  refusal  and  punishment  shall  be  forthwith  reported 
to  the  managers,  and  shall,  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  be 
recorded  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  physician  of  the  institution  to  visit  every 
person  so  confined  for  punishment,  at  least  once  in  each  and 
every  twenty-four  hours,  and  he  shall  record  in  a  book^  to  be 
kept  for  that  purpose,  his  opinion  upon  the  health  of  the 
person  confined  ;  upon  his  opinion  being  given  of  said  con- 
finement acting  injuriously  thereon,  the  said  confinement  or 
diet  shall  be  altered  in  such  manner  as  he  shall  direct. 

Sect.  9.  Any  inmate  of  said  institution  who  shall  wilfully 
break,  destroy,  or  injure  any  material,  machinery,  tool,  prop- 
erty, or  thing  belonging  to  the  said  institution,  or  shall 
escape  therefrom,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  any  Court  of  record  of 
the  County  of  Philadelphia,  may  be  punished  by  imprison- 
ment and  hard  labor  for  not  less  than  one  month  or  more 
than  one  year. 

Sect.  10.  The  Superintendent  shall  make  a  monthly  requi- 
sition on  the  Board  of  Managers  for  all  articles  which  he 
shall  deem  necessary  for  the  said  institution,  and  such  as 
shall  be  approved  by  them  shall  be  purchased.  The  Super- 
intendent shall,  once  in  every  month,  report  to  the  Board 
of  Managers  the  number  of  persons  committed,  discharged, 
sick,  dead,  or  remaining  in  the  institution ;  also,  the  quality 
and  kind  of  labor  performed;  and  the  Board  of  Managers 
shall  transmit  annually  to  the  Councils  of  Philadelphia  a 
condensed  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  institution. 

Sect.  11.  For  any  deficiency  in  furnishing,  keeping,  and 
maintaining  said  House  of  Correction,  Employment  and 
Keformation,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
the  managers  are  authorized  to  apply  to  the  said  City  Coun- 
cils for  such  sum  or  sums  as  shall  be  necessary,  and  the  said 
City  Councils  are  hereby  directed  to  appropriate  the  said 
sum  or  sums  deemed  necessary. 

Sect.  12.  Every  adult  person  committed  to  the  House  of 
Correction,  Employment  and  Keformation,  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  shall,  for  the  first  time,  be  committed  for  a 
term  of  not  less  than  three  months,  nor  more  than  one 
year ;  for  the  second  time,  shall  be  committed  for  a  term  of 
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not  less  than  nine  months,  nor  more  than  eighteen  months ; 
for  the  third  time  for  a  term  of  not  less  tlian  eighteen 
months,  nor  more  than  twentj-four  months;  and  for  four 
times,  or  at  any  time  thereafter,  for  a  term  of  not  more  nor 
less  than  twenty-four  months  ;  and  the  said  Board  of  Man- 
agers shall  have  discretionary  power  to  discharge  the  said 
inmates. 

Sect.  13.  Any  person  committed  to  the  said  House  of 
Correction,  Employment  and  Eeformation  by  any  other 
authority  than  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace 
of  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia,  may  apply  for  a 
writ  of  habeas  corpus  to  any  Judge  of  the  said  Court;  and 
upon  return  thereof,  if  such  judge  shall  deem  there  is  suffi- 
cient or  reasonable  ground  for  granting  the  same,  he  shall 
enter  upon  a  re-hearing  of  the  evidence,  and  either  dis- 
charge  the  individual,  modify  or  confirm  the  commitment. 

Sect.  14.  The  Managers  of  the  House  of  Correction, 
Employment  and  Eeformation  may,  if  in  their  judgment 
they  regard  it  as  necessary,  erect,  establish,  and  maintain  a 
separate  building  upon  their  grounds  as  an  Asylum  for 
Inebriates,  to  which  the  Mayor,  Alderman,  Judges  of  the 
Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  may  commit  for  such  length  of 
time  as  in  their  judgment  may  seem  proper,  and  those  ine- 
briates who  are  able,  or  who  have  friends  able,  to  pay  for 
their  board  and  clothing,  shall  be  admitted  and  charged 
such  an  amount  per  week  as  the' managers  may  direct. 

Sect.  15.  The  same  power  and  authority  that  are  given 
by  Ordinance  of  Councils  or  Acts  of  Assembly  to  the 
Guardians  of  the  Poor,  Prison  Inspectors,  and  Managers  of 
the  House  of  Refuge,  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  are  hereby 
extended  to  the  Managers  of  the  House  of  Correction,  Em- 
ployment and  Reformation,  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Sect.  16.  The  Managers  of  the  House  of  Correction,  Em- 
ployment and  Reformation,  are  hereby  authorized,  em- 
powered and  directed,  to  levy  annually  a  tax  of  fifty  dollars, 
in  addition  to  any  licenses  charged  by  the  State,  upon 
every  vendor  of  spirituous  or  malt  liquors  in  the  County  of 
Philadelphia,  whether  it  be  a  wholesale  or  retail  dealer, 
brewer,  restaurant,  tavern,  hotel,  theatre,  oyster  house, 
billiard  saloon,  ten-pin  alley,  or  other  dealer,  to  be  applied 
to  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  the  House  of  Correction, 
Employment  and   Reformation. 
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Sect.  17.  The  Treasurer  of  tbe  City  of  Philadelphia  is 
hereby  directed  not  to  issue  any  certificates  of  license  to 
any  vendor  of  spirituous  or  malt  liquors,  until  he,  she  or 
they  shall  produce  a  certificate  from  the  Treasurer  of  the 
House  of  Correction,  Employment  and  Eeformation,  with 
the  seal  of  the  House  of  Correction,  Employment  and  Re- 
formation, attached,  certifying  that  he,  she  or  they  have 
paid  the  tax  of  fifty  dollars  as  aforesaid,  and  the  managers 
shall  make  such  arrangment  for  the  collection  of  the  said 
tax  as  they  may  think  proper. 

Sect.  18.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  November  of  each  year,  submit  to  Councils  a 
statement  of  the  sums  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
House  of  Correction,  Employment  and  Reformation,  for  the 
ensuing  term. 

bECT.  19.  All  acts,  or  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent  herewith, 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

EESOLUTION 

Of  request  to  the  Legislature. 

Whereas,  There  is  now  pending  in  the  Legislature  of 
Pennsylvania,  An  Act,  No.  1235,  on  the  file  of  the  Senate, 
reading  as  follows  : 

AN  ACT 

To  regulate  the  crossing  of  certain  railroads  at  grade. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c.,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful 
for  any  railroad  company  to  locate  or  construct  its  railroad 
at  grade  over  or  across  the  railroads  owned  or  operated  or 
leased  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  the  Phila- 
delphia and  Brie  Railroad  Company,  the  Connecting  Rail- 
way Company,  the  Pittsburg,  Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago 
Railway  Company,  the  Pittsburg,  Cincinnati  and  St.  Louis 
Railway  Company,  the  Philadelphia  and  Trenton  Railroad 
Company,  the  Allegheny  Valley  Railroad  Company,  the 
Oil  Creek  and  Allegheny  River  Railway  Company,  the 
Pennsylvania  Company,  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company,  and  the  Pittsburg,  Virginia  and  Charleston  Rail- 
way Company,  and  Northern  Central  Railway  Company. 
Provided,  however^  That  grade  crossings  may  be  lawful  when 
the  terms,  conditions,  location,  and  manner  of  such  crossing 
shall  first  be  given  in  writing  by  such  of  the  said  companies 
herein  specifically  named,  whose  railroad  it  is  desired  to 
cross.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  to  contract  for  paving 
Front  street  and  Germantown  avenue,  from  Willow  to  Second  street. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Coimcih  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  be  and  be  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
enter  into  a  contract  with  the  North  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company  to  furnish  granite  blocks  for  a  Belgian  pavement, 
to  be  laid  by  said  Company  on  Front  street,  from  Willow 
street  to  Germantown  avenue,  and  on  Germantown  avenue, 
from  Front  to  Second  street,  the  granite  blocks  to  be 
furnished  by  and  at  the  cost  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
and  the  workmanship  of  paving  said  streets  from  curb  to 
curb  to  be  done  at  the  sole  expense  of  said  Railroad  Com- 
pany: Provided,  That  the  said  work  shall  be  done  subject 
to  the  supervision  and  approval  of  the  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways,  and  the  said  Railroad  Company  shall  first 
enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  City,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  City  Solicitor,  to  keep  the  same  in  repair  so 
long  as  said  Railroad  Company  shall  occupy  the  street. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  owners  of  property  upon  Front  street 
and  Germantown  avenue,  on  the  line  of  the  street  to  be 
paved,  shall  be  required  to  reset  the  curb  in  front  of  their 
respective  properties,  but  shall  not  be  required  to  set  granite 
curb,  any  Ordinance  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Sect.  3.  The  Department  of  Highways  shall  sell  at  public 
sale,  as  provided  by  Ordinance,  such  cobble  stone  now  on 
the  streets  to  be  paved,  as  may  not  be  required  for  the  use 
of  the  department.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  construction  of  a  sewer  on  Wood   street,  from  Broad  te 
Fifteenth  street. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Coimcils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of  Highways 
be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  construct  the  following 
sewer,  viz. :  on  Wood  street,  from  Broad  to  Fifteenth 
street,  of  the  diameter  of  three  feet.  Said  sewer  to  be  built 
of  brick,  circular  in  shape,  and  in  accordance  with  specifi- 
cations prepared  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

Sect.  2.  The  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall 
advertise  according  to  law,  announcing  that  bids  will  be 
received  for  the  sewer  above  designated,  and  he  shall  allot 
it  to  the  lowest  bidders,  and  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  said 
contract  that  the  contractor  shall  accept  the  sums  assessed 
upon  and  charged  to  the  properties  lying  on  the  lines  of 
said  sewer  in  manner  and  form  authorized  by  Ordinance 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  regulating  the  assessment  upon 
property  for  the  construction  of  branch  culverts  or  drains," 
approved  May  12th,  1866,  and  Supplement  thereto  approved 
February  16th,  1869;  any  excess  over  and  above  said 
assessment  to  be  charged  to  Item  (for  branch  sewers)  of 
annual  appropriations  made  to  the  Department  of  Highways 
for  the  year  1871  :  Provided^  Said  excess  shall  not,  in  any 
case,  be  more  than  can  be  charged  to  said  Item  under  Ordi- 
nance entitled  "An  Ordinance  authorizing  the  Chief  Com- 
missioner of  Highways  to  draw  warrants  for  street  intersec- 
tions, manholes,  and  legal  deductions  in  the  construction  of 
branch  sewers,"  approved  April  3d,  1868.

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A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  Ordinance  entitled  "An   Ordinance  relating  to  hackney  carriages," 
approved  the  tenth  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1855. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  hereafter  every  hackney  coach 
or  carriage  when  driven  or  used  in  the  night,  shall  have  on 
some  conspicuous  part  of  the  outside  thereof  two  lighted 
lamps,  with  plain  glass  fronts  and  sides,  and  having  the 
number  of  the  license  of  the  owner  of  such  hackney  coach 
or  carriage  in  plain  legible  figures,  of  at  least  two  inches 
in  length,  and  no  other  figure  or  device,  painted  with  black 
paint  upon  each  of  the  said  lamps  in  such  a  manner  that 
the  same  may  be  distinctly  seen  and  known  when  the  said 
hackney  coach  or  carriage  may  be  standing  or  driving. 
And  if  any  owner  or  driver  of  any  hackney  coach  or 
carriage  shall  use  or  drive  any  such  coach  or  carriage  or 
permit  the  same  to  be  used  or  driven  without  complying 
with  the  provisions  set  forth  in  this  section,  he  or  they 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  and 
every  such  oftence,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  the 
manner  that  debts  for  penalties  of  the  like  amount  are  by 
law  sued  for  and  recovered:  Provided,  That  this  Ordinance 
shall  not  apply  to  private  carriages. 

Sect.  2.  All  Ordinances  and  parts  of  Ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

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AN   OEDINANCE 

For  the  goyernment  and  protection  of  the  Department  for  Supplying  the  City 
with  Water. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  Thfit  if  any  plumber  or  other  per- 
son shall,  without  a  permit  from  the  Register  of  the  Depart- 
ment for  Supplying  the  City  with  Water,  introduce  a  ferrule 
into  any  public  or  private  pipes,  or  form  any  connection  or 
communication  lohatever  ivith  said  pijyes,  or  break  ground  for 
that  or  any  other  similar  purpose  in  the  public  streets  or 
alleys,  or  introduce  or  use  a  ferrule  of  a  larger  diameter  than 
is  specified  in  such  permit,  or  for  any  other  purpose  than  that 
specified  in  such  permit,  such  person  so  offending  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  for  each  and  every  such  offence  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars,  and  for  every  day's  continuance  of  such  offence 
after  notice,  the  sum  of  one  dollar;  and  no  plumber  or 
other  person,  guilty  of  any  of  the  said  offences,  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive  any  permit  for  the  introduction  of  water 
on  any  premises  whatever,  until  such  penalty  shall  be 
paid. 

Sect.  2.  Every  person  who  may  be  supplied  with  the 
water  from  any  of  the  City  Water  Works,  from  a  branch  to  be 
hereafter  connected  with  a  private  pipe,  shall  have  a  suffi- 
cient stopcock  affixed  to  the  said  branch,  as  near  as  con- 
veniently may  be  to  the  private  pipe  aforesaid,  so  as  to  stop 
the  supply  of  water  through  the  said  branch  when  requisite, 
and  not  interrupt  the  supply  to  other  persons  having  the 
right  to  use  the  pipe  with  which  such  connection  may  be 
formed ;  and  every  person  who  may  hereafter  be  supplied 
with  water  from  a  private  pipe  having  a  branch  or  branches 
connected  therewith  as  aforesaid,  shall  in  like  manner  have 
a  sufficient  stopcock  affixed  to  such  private  pipe  above  the 
said  branch  or  branches,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  ;  and  in 
case  of  neglect  or  refusal  to  have  such  sufficient  stopcock 
affixed  as  aforesaid,  every  person  so  offending,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  All  plumbers  or  other  persons  employed  to  lay 
branch  pipes,  communications  with  private  pipes,  or  private 
pipes  having  a  branch  or  branches  as  aforesaid,  or  to  alter 
or  repair  such  branch  pipes  or  priva,te  pipes  as  aforesaid, 
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are  required  and  enjoined  to  affix  to  such  brancli  pipes  and 
private  pipes,  sufficient  stopcocks,  with  proper  openings  to 
the  same,  walled  up  and  covered  as  hereinafter  raentioaed, 
under  the  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  every  neglect  thereof. 

Sect,  4.  Over  every  stopcock  hereafter  placed  either 
within  the  limits  of  any  footway,  or  in  the  manner  herein- 
before specified,  there  shall  be  left  an  opening  of  at  least 
three  inches  square,  which  shall  be  walled  up  with  brick  or 
stone,  and  securely  covered  with  the  same  kind  of  material, 
or  with  iron,  in  such  manner  as  that  the  situation  of  the  said 
stopcock  may  be  readily  distinguished,  which  covering,  if 
placed  in  any  public  street  or  alley,  shall  be  even  with  the 
surrounding  pavement ;  and  if  the  owner  or  occupier  of  any 
building,  lot  of  ground  or  premises  into  which  the  water 
may  have  been  introduced,  shall  neglect  to  comply  with  this 
provision,  or  shall  knowingly  suffer  such  opening,  if  in  any 
public  street  or  alley,  to  remain  uncovered  after  notice  to 
such  owner  or  occupier,  he,  she  or  they  so  offending,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  for  each  offence,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars. 

Sect.  5.  Any  person  or  persons  selling  water,  or  offering 
the  same  for  sale,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  five  dol- 
lars for  each  and  every  such  offence. 

Sect.  6.  All  permits  hereafter  issued  for  the  introduction 
of  wash  paves,  shall  contain  a  proviso  that  the  same  shall 
be  constructed  so  that  the  water  may  be  checked  by  a  stop- 
cock in  the  street,  and  any  person  who  shall  construct,  or 
cause  to  be  constructed,  a  wash  pave  without  having  a  stop- 
cock that  may  be  used  from  the  street,  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  such  offence. 

Sect.  7.  That  wash  paves  shall  not  be  used  for  any  pur- 
pose whatever,  from  the  first  of  May  to  the  first  day  of 
October  in  each  year,  between  the  hours  of  eight  o'clock 
A.  M.  and  seven  o'clock  P.  M.,  under  a  penalty  of  five 
dollars  for  ea-^h  and  every  such  offence. 

Sect.  8.  That  no  permit  shall  issue  for  the  introduction 
of  the  water  or  for  the  extension  of  any  pipe  used  for  the 
conveyance  of  such  water  in  any  premises,  until  the  owner 
of  such  premises,  or  his  or  her  authorized  agent,  shall  have 
given  his  or  her  consent  thereto  in  writing. 

Sect.  9.  That  all  persons  who  may  intend  to  discontinue 
the  use  of  the  water,  shall  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Eegister 
of  the  Water  Department,  at  the  office  of  the  Eegister,  on 
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or  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  November  in  any  year,  and 
on  their  failure  so  to  do,  shall  be  chargeable  with  and  pay 
the  whole  rent  for  the  year  next  ensuing. 

Sect.  10.  In  case  information  shall  be  lodged  with  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  Works  of  the  actual  or 
probable  evasion  or  disregard  of  the  provisions  of  any 
Ordinances  relating  to  the  distribution  of  water  in  any 
building,  lot  of  ground  or  premises  into  or  through  which 
pipes  for  conducting  a  supply  of  water  may  be  laid,  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water 
Works,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  be  lawfully  em- 
powered for  the  purpose  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Water  Works,  to  enter  at  all  seasonable  times  in  such 
building,  lot  of  ground  or  premises,  for  the  purpose  of 
examining  the  pipes  of  conduit,  and  ascertaining  whether 
the  same  and  the  cocks  or  fixtures  thereof  are  in  proper 
order  and  repair,  and  for  cutting  off  the  pipes  of  communi- 
cation where  delinquencies  occur  in  the  payment  of  the 
water  rent;  and  any  person  who  shall  obstruct  or  oppose 
either  of  the  officers  aforesaid,  or  other  person  duly  em- 
powered as  aforesaid,  in  making  such  examination,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  for  each  offence  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars. 

Sect.  11.  The  said  Chief  Engineer,  or  the  persons  au- 
thorized by  him  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  authorized  to  inquire 
at  any  dwelling  or  other  place  where  any  unnecessary  waste 
of  water  proceeds,  into  the  cause  of  the  same,  and  if  said 
waste  proceeds  from  want  of  repair  in  the  pipes  or  other 
fixtures,  and  if  the  owner  of  said  dwelling  or  place  shall 
neglect  or  refuse,  upon  twenty-four  hours'  written  notice 
being  given,  to  have  the  necessary  repairs  made  forthwith, 
the  Chief  Engineer  shall  be  and  is  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  shut  off"  the  water  leading  to  such  place  or  dwelling, 
and  any  person  who  shall  let  on  the  water  before  the  neces- 
sary repairs  are  made,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five 
dollars. 

Sect.  12.  If  any  person  shall  permit  the  water  to  flow 
unnecessarily  from  any  part  of  a  private  pipe  or  the  fix- 
tures thereof  on  his  or  her  premises,  or  the  premises  by  him 
or  her  occupied,  either  within  a  building  or  enclosure,  or 
on  any  street,  court  or  alley,  such  person  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  for  each  offence  the  sum  of  five  dollars;  and  in  all 
cases  where  several  premises  receive  a  supply  of  water  by 
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branches,  hydrants  or  other  fixtures  uniting  with  a  private 
common  pipe,  each  and  every  person  who  may  so  receive  the 
water  shall  be  bound  to  keep  such  common  pipe  in  repair, 
and  in  case  of  waste  by  a  leak  or  leaks  therefrom,  shall  be 
severally  liable  for  the  penalty  above  inflicted ;  and  if  at 
any  time  it  shall  be  necessary  to  repair  a  private  pipe 
within  the  limits  of  the  cartway  of  any  public  street,  court 
or  alley,  a  permit  shall  be  first  taken  out  for  so  doing,  and 
the  expense  for  repaving  shall  be  paid  by  such  owner  or 
occupier. 

Sect.  13.  Whenever  an  attachment  of  a  private  pips  is 
required  to  be  made  to  the  iron  main,  notice  thereof  shall 
be  given  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Department  for  Sup- 
plying the  City  with  Water,  one  day  at  least  previous  to 
breaking  the  ground  for  that  purpose,  and  the  said  Chief 
Engineer  shall  provide  and  furnish  a  ferrule  of  a  size  for 
which  a  permit  has  been  granted,  and  shall  shut  off  the 
water  to  drill  the  opening  into  the  said  iron  main,  and  insert 
therein  the  said  ferrule  ;  and  the  sum  of  two  dollars  as  com- 
pensation for  said  ferrule  and  service  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Register  before  said  service  shall  be  performed :  Provided^ 
nevertheless,  That  the  sum  of  two  dollars  as  a  compensation 
for  said  ferrule  and  service  shall  not  be  required  from  such 
persons  whose  ferrules  have  been  or  shall  be  detached  in 
order  to  lay  the  iron  main. 

Sect.  14.  All  private  pipes  conveying  the  water,  shall 
belaid  the  same  depth  as  the  public  main  in  the  street,  from 
the  said  main  to  the  stopcock  of  said  private  pipe  on  the 
footway,  and  five  feet  of  lead  pipe  of  not  more  than  one- 
eighth  of  an  inch  in  diameter  larger  than  the  ferrule,  must 
be  laid  between  the  ferrule  and  any  iron  or  other  larger 
pipe  used  to  supply  the  premises,  and  every  plumber  or 
other  person  employed  in  laying  such  private  pipes,  shall, 
for  each  neglect  of  the  provisions  herein  contained,  be  fined 
the  sum  of  five  dollars,  and  be  liable  for  the  expense  in- 
curred in  taking  up  and  relaying  said  private  pipe  of  the 
required  depth. 

Sect.  15.  In  case  any  plumber  or  other  person  shall  open 
or  close  any  of  the  public  stopcocks  of  the  pipes  of  con- 
duit in  the  streets,  without  being  duly  authorized  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Department  for  Supplying  the  City 
with  Water,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars 
for  each  and  every  offence. 
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Sect.  16.  Not  more  than  one  house  shall  hereafter  be 
supplied  with  water  from  one  ferrule,  except  by  special 
permission,  and  whenever  two  or  more  houses  shall  have 
been  thus  supplied  previous  to  the  passage  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, and  any  one  of  such  houses  shall  be  delinquent  in 
payment  of  water  rent,  or  have  leaky  fixtures  on  the  prem- 
ises, it  shall  be  lawful  to  cut  ofif  the  supply,  by  detaching 
the  pipe  of  the  delinquent  or  leaky  premises,  until  the 
leaky  fixtures  are  repaired ;  the  delinquent  rent,  and  all 
expense  of  detaching  and  re-attaching  paid  without  any 
liability  or  claim  whatever  against  the  City,  by  reason  of 
such  shutting  off  of  the  water. 

Sect.  17.  All  persons  who  may  be  supplied  with  the 
water  from  any  of  the  City  Water  Works,  shall  keep  their 
own  service-pipe,  stopcocks,  and  apparatus  in  good  order 
and  repair,  and  protected  from  frost  at  their  own  risk  and 
expense,  and  shall  prevent  all  unnecessary  waste  of  water  ; 
and  it  is  expressly  stipulated,  that  no  claim  shall  be  made 
against  the  City  by  reason  of  the  breaking  of  any  service- 
pipe  or  service-cock,  or  from  damage  arising  from  shutting 
off  water  to  repair  main,  or  make  private  connections  with 
the  same. 

Sect.  18.  In  all  cases  where  the  water  has  been  turned 
off  for  non-payment  of  water  rent,  or  for  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  it  shall  not  be  turned 
on  again  until  all  expenses  attending  the  said  turning  off" 
of  the  water,  together  with  the  rent  and  penalty  that  may 
be  due,  be  paid.  If  it  is  found  that  the  water  has  been 
turned  on  again  without  compliance  with  the  above  re- 
quirements, it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Purveyor  to  cause  the 
ferrule  to  be  drawn,  and  it  shall  not  be  inserted  again  until 
all  back  rents  and  penalties  are  paid,  and  five  dollars  for 
drawing  and  replacmg  the  ferrule. 

Sect.  19.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  open  and 
use  any  fire-plug  for  building  purposes,  street  sprinkling, 
or  supply  of  shipping,  or  shall  permit  any  plug  to  be  so. 
used  by  any  person  in  his  or  their  employ,  for  any  purpose 
whatever,  except  in  case  of  fire  in  the  neighborhood,  with- 
out a  permit  for  that  purpose,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  pen- 
alty of  five  dollars  for  the  first,  and  fifteen  dollars  for  each 
offence  thereafter.

Sect.  20.  Any  person  or  persons  who  Lave  been  per- 
mitted to  introduce  upon  his,  her,  or  their  premises,  a  fire- 
plug for  the  protection  of  their  property  from  fire,  who  shall 
use,  or  permit  the  same  to  be  used,  for  sprinkling  or  wash- 
ing the  yards  or  street,  filling  wells,  boilers,  tanks,  or  for 
any  purpose  whatever,  except  its  legitimate  use  for  the  ex- 
tinguishment of  fires,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  twenty 
dollars  for  the  first  offence,  and  upon  a  repetition  of  said 
offence  the  Chief  Engineer  shall  be  authorized  to  detach 
the  connection  of  said  plug  from  the  main,  notwithstanding 
the  cost  of  the  introduction  of  the  said  plug  was  paid  by 
the  said  parties. 

Sect.  21.  Any  person  who  shall  obstruct  the  access  to 
any  fire-plug,  stopcock,  or  other  fixture  connected  with  the 
supply  of  water  to  the  Cit}'-,  by  placing  thereon  stone,  brick, 
lumber,  dirt,  or  any  other  material,  or  who  shall  permit 
any  such  material  to  be  placed  thereon  by  those  in  his  em- 
ploy, shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars  for 
each  offence,  and  an  additional  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  each 
day  the  same  shall  be  continued,  after  notice  for  the  removal 
of  such  obstruction  shall  have  been  served,  and  pay  all  ex- 
penses of  removal.  Any  carter,  teamster,  builder,  fireman, 
or  other  person  doing  damage  to  any  fire-plug,  stopcock,  or 
other  fixture,  connected  with  the  supply  of  water  to  the 
City,  shall  incur  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offence, 
and  pay  the  cost  of  repairs  made  necessary  by  reason  of  the 
damage  done. 

Sect.  22.  Any  person  or  persons  allowing  water  to  flow 
into  and  from  any  horse  trough,  or  other  fixture  used  for 
watering  horses,  when  not  in  actual  use,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence. 

Sect.  23.  Whenever  it  shall  be  considered  necessary  to 
accurately  determine  the  quantity  of  water  used  by  manu- 
facturers, distillers,  hotels,  or  other  large  consumers,  other 
than  private  houses,  the  Chief  Engineer  shall  attach  meters 
to  the  several  pipes  supplying  the  premises,  to  which  meter 
the  officers  of  the  Department  shall  have  access  at  all  sea- 
sonable times,  as  provided  by  Section  10  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sect.  24.  Whenever  any  person  shall  discontinue  the 
use  of  the  water,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Kegister  immediately  to 
make  report  thereof  in  writing,  to  the  Chief  Engineer,  who, 
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on  receiving  the  same,  shall  cause  the  ferrule  of  such  per- 
son so  discontinuing  as  aforesaid  to  be  detached  from  the 
pipe  of  conduit. 

Sect.  25.  Whenever  any  person  shall  notify  his  intention 
to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  water,  he  shall  pay  to  the 
Register  of  the  Department  for  Supplying  the  City  with 
Water,  for  the  charges  of  detaching  the  ferrule  from  the 
pipe  of  conduit,  and  the  expense  of  repaving  over  the  water 
pipe,  as  follows,  to  wit :  where  the  ferrule  is  detached  from 
a  public  iron  conduit,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ;  and  until 
such  payment  is  made,  he  shall  not  be  permitted  to  discon- 
tinue the  use  of  the  water  as  aforesaid. 

Sect.  26.  All  persons  desiring  to  sprinkle  the  streets 
from  carts,  must,  upon  taking  out  a  permit  for  the  same, 
give  a  bond,  with  approved  security,  in  the  sura  of  three 
hundred  dollars,  guaranteeing  to  pay  the  expense  of  any 
repair  made  necessary  by  reason  of  damage  done  to  the 
fire-plugs  by  the  parties  employed  in  said  sprinkling;  and 
any  such  parties  neglecting  to  use  spanners  for  the  opening 
of  the  plugs,  or  leaving  them  open  after  using  them,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every 
offence. 

Sect.  27.  The  penalty  for  each  and  every  violation  of 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  recoverable  as  penalties  of  like 
amount  are  now  recoverable  by  law. 

Sect.  28.  This  Ordinance  shall  go  into  effect  from  and 
after  the  first  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1871 ;  and  all  Ordinances 
or  parts  thereof,  inconsistent  with,  or  which  are  supplied 
by  this  Ordinance,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Section"  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Executive  Police  Force 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  exclusive  of  Captains,  Lieuten- 
ants and  Sergeants,  shall  be  ten  hundred  men;  and  they 
shall  be  distributed  among  the  respective  Police  Districts  as 
the  Mayor  shall  from  time  to  time  direct. 

Sect.  2,  That  the  Mayor  shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with 
the  consent  and  approval  of  Select  Council  appoint,  four 
Captains  of  Police,  who  shall  each  receive  the  annual  salary 
of  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  ThattheMayor  shall  be  and  is  hereby  authorized 
to  divide  the  Police  Districts  of  the  City  into  four  Police 
Divisions.  And  said  Captains  shall  be  assigned  to  such 
Division  as  the  Mayor  may  deem  expedient.  The  said 
Captains  shall  be  superior  in  rank  to  the  Lieutenants,  and 
shall  be  recognized  and  respected  as  such  by  the  Police 
Force. 

Sect.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Captains  to  cause  the 
Ordinances  of  the  City  to  be  enforced,  see  that  the  Station 
Houses  and  other  property  of  the  Department  of  Police  are 
kept  in  proper  order  and  condition ;  and  that  discipline  is 
maintained  among  and  duty  preformed  by  the  Police  Force. 
They  shall  also  report  to  the  Mayor  as  he  may  from  time 
to  time  require. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  Reserve  Corps  shall  consist  of  not  less 
than  fifty  men,  including  one  Lieutenant  and  one  Sergeant, 
who  shall  command  the  Corps ;  and,  together  with  the 
Harbor  Police,  and  Special  Officers  for  attendance  at  the 
Mayor's  office,  shall  be  taken  from  the  force  hereby  cre- 
ated; and  there  shall  be  an  additional  Sergeant  in  the  Four- 
teenth Police  District,  to  be  stationed  at  Chestnut  Hill. 

Sect.  6.  That  the  Fifth  Police  District,  as  now  consti- 
tuted, shall  be  divided  into  two  Police  Districts,  to  be 
known  and  bounded  as  follows,  viz. : 

Tlie   Fifth  District   shall  comprise  all    that  part  of  the 
City  as  is  included  in  the  present  Eighth  Ward.     And  all 
that  portion  of  the    City  as  is  comprised  iu  the   Seventh 
30 
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Ward  shall  constitute  a  separate  Police  District,  and   be 
known  as  the  Nineteenth  District. 

Sect.  7.  That  the  Sixth  Police  District,  as  now  consti- 
tuted, shall  be  divided  into  two    Police    Districts,   to   be  ' 
known  and  bounded  as  follows,  viz. : 

The  Sixth  District  shall  comprise  all  that  portion  of  the 
City  lying  between  the  north  side  of  Chestnut  street  and 
south  side  of  Vine  street,  and  between  the  west  side  of 
Seventh  street  and  the  east  side  of  Broad  street.  And  all 
that  portion  of  the  City  lying  between  the  north  side  of 
Chestnut  street  and  the  south  side  of  Vine  street,  and  be- 
tween the  west  side  of  Broad  street  and  the  river  Schuyl- 
kill, shall  constitute  an  additional  Police  District,  and  be 
known  as  the  Twentieth  District. 

Sect.  8.  That  all  that  portion  of  the  City  comprised 
within  the  limits  of  the  Twenty-seventh  Ward  shall  con- 
stitute an  additional  Police  District,  and  be  known  as  the 
Twenty-first  District. 

All  that  portion  of  the  City  comprised  within  the  limits  of 
the  Twenty-eighth  Ward  shall  constitute  an  additional 
Police  District,  and  be  known  as  the  Twenty-second  Dis- 
trict. 

And  all  that  portion  of  the  City  comprised  within  the 
limits  of  the  Twenty-ninth  Ward  shall  constitute  an  ad- 
ditional Police  District,  and  be  known  as  the  Twenty-third 
District. 

Sect.  9.  That  the  boundaries  of  the  Eleventh  and  Eigh- 
teenth Police  Districts,  as  now  constituted,  be  and  are 
hereby  changed,  as  follows  : 

The  Eighteenth  Ward  shall  constitute  a  separate  Police 
District,  and  be  known  as  the  Eleventh  District. 

The  ISfineteenth  Ward  shall  constitute  a  separate  Police 
District,  and  be  known  as  the  Eighteenth  District. 

The  Twenty-fifth  Ward  shall  constitute  a  separate  Police 
District,  and  be  known  as  the  Twenty-fourth  District. 

Sect.  10.  That  the  Mayor  shall  nominate,  and  by  and 
with  the  consent  of  Select  Council  appoint,  for  each  of  said 
Nineteenth,  Twentieth,  Twenty-first,  Twenty-second  and 
Twenty-third  and  Twenty-fourth  Police  Districts,  one  Lieu- 
tenant and  two  Sergeants  of  Police. 

Sect.  11.  That  the  Mayor  shall  at  pleasure  appoint  an 
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additional  assistant  clerk,  at  the  annual  salary  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars,  who  shall  attend  and  keep  a  record  of  all  hear- 
ings at  the  Central  Police  Station  of  persons  charged  with 
crime,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Mayor.

To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  taxes  for  the  year  1873. 

Section.  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Pliiladelphia  do,  ordain,  That  the  Board  of  Revision  of 
Taxes  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith  to  levy- 
on  the  taxiible  property  returned  by  the  assessors  as  the 
assessment  made  in  the  year  1871  (except  such  as  are 
marked  "  agricultural  and  farm  lands,"  and  "  rural  or  subur- 
ban"), a  tax  of  two  dollars  on  the  hundred  dollars  on  the 
assessed  value  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1872,  as 
one  city  and  county  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  fol- 
lowing objects  for  the  said  year,  via, : 

Item  1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the 
sum  of  seven  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  twenty-two 
and  three-quarter  cents. 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  city,  the  sum  of  ten  and  a  half 
cents. 

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  the  funded 
debt  and  for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  sixty-eight  cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of 
ten  cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  seven  cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty-one  and  a  half 
cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  the  Markets  and  City  Property, 
the  sum  of  two  and  a  quarter  cents. 

Item  9.  For  the  Department  of  Fire,  the  sum  of  five 
cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  two  and  a  half 
cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners,  the 
sum  of  five  and  one-half  cents. 

Item  12.  For  Health,  the  sum  of  five  cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality 
the  sum  of  thirty-three  cents. 

And  said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated 
for  said  objects  subject  to  further  direction  by  Ordinance  ; 
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and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Eeceiver  of  Taxes  to  cause 
to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills  the  rates  voted  for  the  objects 
hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
"  agricultural  and  farm  land,"  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
"rural  or  suburban,"  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of 
tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the 
relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  on  the 
assessed  property  situate  in  the  Wards  where  houses  for 
theaccommodationof  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by 
the  eighteenth  section  of  the  Act  of  February  2d,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  in  pursuance  of  the  power  vested  in  the 
Councils  of  Philadelphia  by  "A  Further  Supplement  to  an 
act  to  incorporate  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  approved  April 
17th,  1861,  there  shall  be  the  following  allowance  made  to 
the  payers  of  taxes  and  penalty  added  for  the  non-payment 
by  the  Eeceiver  of  Taxes  to,  wit :  At  the  rate  of  nine  per 
centum  per  annum  from  the  date  of  the  payment  until  the  first 
day  of  January,  if  paid  before  the  first  day  of  September; 
and  if  paid  after  the  first  day  of  September  and  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  October  an  addition  or  penalty  of  one  per 
cent. ;  and  if  not  paid  until  after  the  first  day  of  October, 
then  an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  per  cent,  shall  be  added 
to  and  payable  on  the  same ;  and  if  not  paid  until  after  the 
first  day  of  December,  then  an  addition  or  penalty  of  three 
per  cent,  shall  be  added  to  and  payable  on  the  same.

A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT 

To  the  Ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  create  and  organize  a  Paid  Fire 
Department  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  to  make  an  appropriation 
therefor,"  approved  December  39th,  A.  D.  1870. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Fire  Department  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  be  increased  by  the  addition  of  five 
engine  companies,  and  a  hand  engine  and  five  hundred  feet 
of  hose  and  one  hoseman,  to  be  stationed  at  Kingsessing,  in 
the  Twenty-seventh  Ward ;  and  a  hand  engine  and  five 
hundred  feet  of  hose  and  one  hoseman,  to  be  stationed  at 
Chestnut  Hill,  Twenty-second  Ward;  and  a  hand  engine 
and  four  hundred  feet  of  hose,  to  be  located  in  Bridesburg, 
Twenty-fifth  Ward ;  and  a  hand  engine  and  five  hundred 
feet  of  hose,  to  be  stationed  at  Roxborough,  in  the  Twenty- 
first  Ward ;  and  one  hoseman,  with  the  same  pay  as  hose- 
men  are  allowed  by  this  Ordinance ;  to  consist  of  the  same 
number  of  officers  and  men,  and  with  the  same  apparatus 
and  other  property  for  effectual  service,  except  the  hand 
engines,  as  the  companies  now  composing  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. The  said  additional  companies  shall  be  organized 
in  like  manner  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance  to  which  this 
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is  a  Supplement,  and  to  be  located  bj  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioners under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Fire 
Department, 

Sect.  2.  That  the  foreman  of  each  engine  and  hook  and 
ladder  company  shall  be  permanently  employed,  and  also 
such  number  of  hosemen,  not  exceeding  four  to  each  com- 
pany, and  laddermen,  not  exceeding  five  to  each  company, 
as  the  Fire  Commissioners  shall  deem  necessary  for  the 
efficient  working  of  the  department;  but  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  any  increase  in 
the  number  of  members  of  any  company  as  heretofore 
established  by  Ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  The  members  of  the  Fire  Department  hereby 
authorized  to  be  permanently  employed,  shall  at  all  times 
be  in  and  about  the  engine  or  truck  house,  except  when 
absent  on  duty  or  from  other  unavoidable  cause,  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  them  by  the 
Fire  Commissioners. 

Sect.  4.  The  salaries  of  the  foremen  and  hosemen  and 
laddermen  permanently  employed  shall  be  as  follows : 
Foremen,  each,  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum ; 
hosemen  and  laddermen,  each,  per  afinum,  six  hundred 
dollars.  The  salary  of  the  hosemen  and  laddermen  not 
permanently  employed  shall  remain  as  heretofore  estab- 
lished by  Ordinance. 

Sect,  5.  In  the  purchase  of  additional  engines,  hook  and 
ladder  trucks,  hose  carts  and  hose  for  the  use  of  the  de- 
partment, the  Fire  Commissioners  shall  advertise,  daily  for 
one  week,  in  the  two  newspapers  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia having  the  largest  circulation,  for  proposals  for  the 
sale  or  construction  of  such  apparatus.  The  proposals 
shall  be  opened  in  the  presence  of  the  Committee  on  Fire 
Department,  and  the  offer  for  the  sale  or  contract  for  con- 
struction, as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  accepted  from  or 
awarded  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder. 

Sect,  6.  That  the  Commissioners  shall  employ  one  clerk 
at  the  storehouse,  at  a  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars  per 
annum  ;  one  driver  of  supply  wagon  at  storehouse,  at  a 
salary  of  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

Sect.  7,  That  the  engines,  hose  carts,  hook  and  ladder 
trucks  and  fuel  wagons  of  the  Fire  Department,  when 
driven  on  any  passenger  railway,  in  attending  any  fire  or

alarm  of  fire,  shall  have  the  right  of  way  thereon  ;  and 
when  proceeding  to  fires  on  streets  running  north  and 
south  and  approaching  streets  running  east  and  west  shall 
do  so  at  a  slackened  rate  of  the  usual  speed ;  and  all  per- 
sons driving  vehicles,  excepting  passenger  cars,  on  such 
railway,  shall  turn  entirely  off  the  track.  And  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  conductor  and  driver  of  any  passenger  rail- 
way car  upon  the  approach  of  any  engine,  hose  cart,  hook 
and  ladder  truck  or  fuel  wagon  when  proceeding  to  a  fire, 
to  immediately  stop  said  railway  car  until  such  apparatus 
of  the  Fire  Department  shall  pass.  Any  person  or  persons 
violating  the  provisions  hereof  shall  suffer  and  pay  a  pen- 
alty of  ten  dollars  for  the  use  of  the  City,  to  be  recovered 
as  like  penalties  are  now  by  law  recoverable. 

Sect.  8.  Sections  2,  3  and  4  of  this  supplemental  Ordi- 
nance shall  not  be  applicable  to  the  Twenty-third  Ward. 

Sect.  9.  This  Ordinance  shall  go  into  effect  on  and  afier 
January  1st,  A.  D.  1872.

To  authorize  a  loan  for  the  construction  of  culverts  and  for  Police  purposes. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  of  Philadelphia 
be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  at  not  less  than 
par  on  the  credit  of  the  City,  from  time  to  time,  four  hun-

urer; the  principal  of  said  loan  shall  be  payable  and  paid 
at  the  expiration  of  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  the  same, 
and  not  before  without  the  consent  of  the  holders  thereof;

For  the  construction  of  bridges  over   the  Reading  Railroad,  at  Fifth  and 
Thompson  streets. 

I 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  and 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  have  contracts  exe- 
cuted with  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Com-

veyor. The  bridge  at  Fifth  street  to  have  a  single  span  of 
sixty-two  and  a  half  (62|)  feet  in  the  clear ;  and  that  at 
Thompson  street,  three  spans  of  one  hundred  (100)  feet 
each.  Both  bridges  to  have  outside  footways,  not  exceeding 
ten  (10)  feet  in  the  clear,  on  each  side ;  and  an  extreme 
width  corresponding  to  the  established  width  of  street  on 
which  it  stands.  Said  bridges  to  be  completed  during  the 
year  1872.  All  materials  and  workmanship  to  be  approved 
by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 
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Sect.  2.  The  terms  of  said  contract  to  be,  that  when  the 
said  structures,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  accepted  bv  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  as  completed  and  satisfactory, 
the  said  Eailroad  Company  shall  receive  as  full  payment 
from  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  warrants  drawn  upon  the 
City  Treasury  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  a 
sum  not  exceeding  twenty-two  thousand  and  fifty-six 
(22,056)  dollars  for  the  Fifth  street  bridge,  and  thirty-eight 
thousand  five  hundred  (38,500)  dollars  for  the  bridge  on 
Thompson  street.  Payments  upon  each  to  be  made  monthly, 
as  the  work  proceeds,  out  of  Item  28  of  annual  appro- 
priation to  the  Department  of  Surveys,  for  the  year  1872, 
and  only  upon  estimates  prepared  by  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  as  to  the  comparative  value  of  the  work 
done;  and  further,  that  should  the  cost  of  the  work  as  so 
constructed  by  the  said  Railroad  Company,  be  less  than 
double  the  sum  herein  specified,  i.  e.,  forty-four  thousand 
one  hundred  and  twelve  (44,112)  dollars  for  the  Fifth  street 
bridge,  and  seventy-seven  thousand  (77,000)  dollars  for  the 
Thompson  street  bridge;  then  and  in  that  case,  a  deduction
